What  You  Gan  Do  About  Bovine

Bovine  mastitis  is  a  very  costly  disease  to 
dairymen.  This  slight  revision  tells  some  of 
the  things  one  can  do  to  reduce  the  in¬ 
cidence  and  severity  of  the  disease.  Ade¬ 
quate  prevention  and  control  of  mastitis 


depends  on  knowing  which  cows  have  the 
disease.  A  dairyman  can  examine  the  milk 
of  each  cow  with  the  aid  of  a  strip  cup.  and 
at  the  same  time  examine  the  physical  ap¬ 
pearance  of  the  udder  and  teats.  The  spread 
of  the  disease  can  be  reduced  by  isolating 
mastitic  cows  from  the  rest  of  the  herd,  ex¬ 
amining  the  dairy  area,  milking  machines, 
milking  practices,  and  prewashing  cows 
before  milking. 

Constructing  Simple  Measuring  Flumes
